storm 1,200 miles in diameter, which 
is known ‘to have killed 7,000 peo- 
ple, and may have sent double that 
number to their deaths. In 1876 a 
cyclone centred at Calcutta, and tho 
loss of lite reached the appalling to- 
tal of 215,000, 

Smaller circular storms, known as 
tornadoes, are common in China and 
other parts of Asia, in Southern 
Russia, in Australia and in North 
Amerita at all times of the year. 
These end many thousands of lives. 
Though it is not possible to give 
accurate statistics of the deaths 
caused by windstorms on land, it is 
safe to say that they amount to an 
average of 100,000 yearly, and this 
is without taking any account of the 
gandstorms which sweep across 
great deserts such as the Sahara and 
suffocate and bury caravans or 
armies in a few moments. Forty 
thousand lives have been lost in a 
single sandstorm. 

The weather danger which we all 
have the greatest dread of is lightn- 
ing. Rut this peril is greatly exag- 
geratedin Great Britain, at any 
rate, Of the forty million inhabi- 
tants of the United Kingdom, only 
twenty-three persons are 

KILLED BY LIGHTNING 
in the course of a twolvemonth. 
Warmer countries, of course, suffer to 
a greater extent. 

France has 92 such casualties 
yearly, Germany 165, North Ameri: 
500 and 600, Russia 
908, while in Asia the deaths are 
far heavier. India loses ahout 3.500 
lives yearly by lightning, China 
probably quite as many, and Further 
India about 1.200. South Africa is 
noted for the worst thunderstorms in 
the world; but its population south 
of the Zambesi being not more than 
twelve millions, the loss of life ts 
comparatively trivial. For the 
whole world the yearly death-roll of 
lightning may be placed at about 
10,000. 

Compared with floods, all other 
natural agents of destruction, apart 
from carthquakes, pale into insigni- 
ficance. And not even any known 
earthquake or voleano eruption can 
compare for destructiveness with the 
awful outburst in 1887 of the waters 
of the Hoang Ho, that great, yellow 
river which has been known for cen- 
turies as Chinas sorrow. An area

A MILLION HORSEPOWER. 


Above this fall there are three oth- 
ers within a distance of four miles, 
having altogether a fall of about 
000 feet, capable of furnishimg half 
a million horsepower. Apart from 
its great woalth of timber and pulp- 
wood, there is much excellent agri- 
cultural land in this north country, 
and indications of very great min- 
eral wealth. The signs of bitumin- 
ous coal are very much in evidence 
in a strip of country of very good 
width, which crosses the Abittibi 
ami other tributaries of the Moose, 
amd these deposits have given the 
namo of Coal River to one of tbe 
tributarics of the Missanabic.

FACTS ABOUT MAN’S GROWTH 


Stature Increases up to the Age 
of 50 Years. 


The growth of mankind, said a 
scientist, is an interesting study. 
Recent statisties have proved that 
men's stature increases up to the 
age of 50 years. This is a refuta- 
tion of the former belief, according 
to which men stoppell growing at 22 
or 23. 

Boys and girle scesaw oddly in 
the rapidity of their growth. The 
fastest growth experienced in life 
comes between the ages of 1 and 5. 
Boyp and girls grow about equally 
here. From 5 to 10 the boys out- 
strip the girls, but from 10 to 15 
the girls outstrip the boys. At 11 
and at 14 the girls are the boys’ su- 
periors in height, and from 10 to 
15 they are the boys superiors in 
weight. 

“But between 16 and 20 the boys 
forge abead, taking at that stage a 
lead which they never ‘again relin- 
quish. The boys cease their percep- 
tible growth at 232; the girls cease 
theirs at 20. From 23 onward to 
50 men, however, continue to grow 
(mo observations have, been made on 
women), though this growth is, of 
course, wight. They also increase 
slowly in weight, but from 50 to 60 
their weight increases very rapidly. 

“Male strength increases most 
markedly from the age of 12 to that 
of 19. From 19 to 80 it increases 
more slowly. From 30 onward it 
begins, very slowly, to decline. 

Female gtrongth increases most 
rapidly from 9 to 19; then, slowly 
to 30; and after 30 the decline bo-

The cor- 
responding figures for the previous 
year were 282 killed and 4,988 in 
jured. Asa result of collisions and 
derallments 170 passengers were 
killed and 3,422 injured. The total 
namber of persons other than em- 
ployees and passengers killed was 
5,274; injured, 7,455. These 


figures include casualties to persons! 


classed as trespassers, of whom 
4,403 were killed and 
injured. The summaries giying 
the ratio of casualties show that one 
out of every 401 employees was 
killed, and one ont of every 24 em- 
ployees was injared. With reter- 
ence to trainmen, including engine- 
men, firemen and conductors, it is 
shown that one was killed for every 
135 employed, and one was injared 
for eyery 10 employed. One pass- 
enger was killed tor every 1.883, 
706 carried, and one injured for 
eyery 97,244 carried. Ratios based 
upon the number of miles travelled, 
however, show. that 57,072,28: 
passenger miles Kere accom plished 
for each passenger killed, and 
2,946,272 passenger miles accom- 
plished for each passenger injured. 
If this record of casualties were the 
result of a military campaign it 
would be a shock to the nation, but 
its gradual and slow growth makes 
the public mind quite complacent. 
The great amount of travel must 
be taken into account, and also the 
the great yolume of freight trans- 
ported over immense di 
There are good grounds for the be- 
lief that the same amount of travel 
by the antiquated stage coach would 
result in a more formidable list of 
casualtiés. 


Manitoba's Splendid Outlook. 


Another Bumper Crop Expected. — The 
Amount Under Cultivation._This Year 
Compared With the Last Two Year. 

The report on crop prospects, 
prepared by the Manitoba Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, promises a 
continuation of the excellent yield 
of the past two seasons. ‘The total 
area under wheat is 2,442,873 acres, 
as compared with 2,039,940 acres 
last year, and 2,011,835 in 1901. 
An increase of 402,933 acres of 
wheat in one year and 431,038 
acres in two years shows the rapid 
adyance of settlement in the Prairie 
Province. There are 855,431 acres 
under oats, as compared with 725,- 
060 acres in 1902, and 689,951 acres 
in 1901. Barley, which is the third 
in importance. hasan area 326,537 
acres. a slight decrease compared 
with the preyious year, but a sub- 
stantial advance on the total 
191,009 acres in 1901. The other 
items in the crop report are :—Flax, 
55,900 acres ; brome, 27,734 acres ; 
potatoes, 27,198 acres ; roots, 12,251 
acres ; rye, 4,899 acres; peas, 2,351 
acres, and corn, 1,993 acres. 
‘These records make an area of 
3,586,990 acres under grain crops, 
or a total crop area of 3,757,173 
acres, ‘The total area under crop 
shows a gain of 568,158 acres, com- 
pared with the previous year, and 
795,764 acres more than in 1901. 

The reports have been carefully 
compiled from all districts to June 
10th, and they indicate that the 


high average yield of the past two 


years will be sustained. Ideal seed- 
ing weather has prevailed from the 
time the farmers commenced spring 
work. In some districts it 
menced as early as April Ist, and 
in the most backward localities 
about April i2ch. It was general 
from the 6th to the 15th of April, 
and some correspondents report it 
finished from May 15 to 23rd. The 
majority report everything firished 
by the first week in June. The 
weather wasdry, but not too hot 
for men and teams, and the result 
has been a seed bed and 
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killed.

As with all other Watery or com- 
parative innutritious food, they 
should not enter largely inte the 
diet of horses that are required to 
work hard. 

In some cases, eapecially mangels 
begun too early, they cause inslivi- 
@rals to scour, and then they should 
be withheld entirely or materially 
reduced in quality. 

Carrots cannot be grown 2 
where, but ‘where they can the White 
Belgian, or the intermediate red, 
should be preferred to either Swedes 
or mangels for horses. Not only are 
they more nutritious, but che are 
a better alternative, and experionce 
shows them to have more Pro- 
nounced effects on the skin and coat. 

“Personally, we look upon all 
roots for working«horses, and Ne- 
jally those who work hard or fast, 
in the light of medicine rather than 
as a food, and they ought rot to 
displace the allowance of corn to 
any great exten? For sick or idle 
horses, especially when green meat 
or grass is not procurable roots are 
ntost valuable. As to the quantity, 
it ought to depend on the work and 
what are the other constituents of 
the dict. Two or three medium 
sized swedes or mangels — from five 
to seven pounds would be an allow- 
ance, Pulping and niixing with the 
corn and chaff would be preferable 
to giving whole. Giving roots whol 
involves a‘risk of choking.’

VENTILATION IN SUMMBPR. 


It is very important that good 
Verttilation is provided for the fowls 
during: the hot months, months 
when the nights are oppressivefy 
close. Fowls will crowd together, 
no matter where they reost; and un- 
less they be given pure, fresh air, 
disease of one kind will likely 
make its appearance. A house in- 
expensive and comfortable may be 
arranged ao that the sides and ends 
are entirely opan. It matters but 
little how open tho house is during 
the hot momths; what the fowls nedd 
most is a dry place, with plenty of 
fresh, pure air. An open shed 
does nicely for the summer monthr,’ 
but, of course, the fowls mast be 
metde comfortable before the chilly 
winds of autumm begin to arrive. 

One thing, though, that we should 
guard against is the common prac- 
tice of allowing the fowls to roost 
im the tree tops.- There is nothing 
more dangerous. They injure them- 
selves by flying out, and often can- 
not be broken to go to the house 
wntil after they have contracted 
colds from the fall winds and rains. 
Keep them in the house, but arrange 
it so they will have plenty of fresh 
air, yet not be subject to the many 
dangers of a roost om the fence or 
tree tap. 


SALT IN POULTRY FOOD. 


Mumy poultry men are afraid . to 
give their fowls so much as a pinch 
of salt in their food. This is all a 
mistake. IWerything in nature that 
is alive damurds at the very least 
a little salt. Grass gathers a cer- 
tain amount of salt in its growth 
ami the chicks get it this way if in 
no other. Of course one must be 
very careful about throwing out sil- 
ly fsh and old pickled meat to 
fowls, or for that matter anything 
with a great amount of salt in it, 
These substances will kill pigs just 
as quickly as they will chickens, but 
in feeding boiled vegetable / mashes 
season the stuff with about the an. 
ount of salt that you would aud it 
cooking for your own use. We have 
had a drove of bens refuse boiled po- 
tatoes until we added a pinch of 
salt. Then they gobbled them down 


quickly.

„ BELONGED TO CHARLES I. 


A Watch Now in Possession of a 
British Consul. 


After ‘Nis victory over Charles II., 
Oliver Cromwell wrote exultantly to 
Englands parliament telling how the 
enemy was beaten from hedge to 
hedge till he was finally driven into 
Worcester. There were 7,000 pris- 
oners among the spoils of that @ght, 
The royal carriage in which the king 
had been carried was there, too, and 
in that handsome carriage was a 
royal watch, which also fell into the 
hands of the victorious Cromwell. 

After all these years and through 
many and varying viissitudes of 
fortune, this royal watch has finally 
found its way to Philadelphia, re- 
maining still in the possession of a 
royal subject of the king of Eng- 
land, Edward VIL, who is living in 
the Quaker City. This timepiece of 
royalty, which still ticks after a ca- 
reer of 262 years, was made in 1640 
fer King Charles I. by the royal 
watchmaker of that time. 

King Charles I. was beheaded two 
years before his son Charles II. was 
defeated on and es aped from the 
field of Worcester 

It is of the oldest wate 
pattern, being made entirely by hand 
and costing in its day a good round 
sum of monoy. The case is of solid 
silver, ornamented in beautiful piere- 
ed filigree work, and there is an out- 
er case of copper with a handsome 
leather cover, sliver studded. The 
royal watch runs 36 hours with one 
winding. Only one hand is used in 
designating the time. 

There is a silver bell inclosed with- 
in the silver case, on which the 
hours are struck. There is also an 
alarm attachment. The watch is 
four and one-half inches in diameter 
and one and a half inches thick, 

Cromwell kept it as a personal poss- 
ession for years. ‘But after the 
restoration it fell into the hands of 
Joseph Kipling, Esq., of Overstone 
House, North Hants, England, an 
ancestor of Rudyard Kipling, Joseph 
Kipling was also an ancestor of Wil- 
fred Powell, British consul at the 
port of Philadelphia, the present 
owner of the watch! 5

Adventure of a Sp at 
Famous Resort for da, 


With what satisfaction I recall my 
visit to Bird Rock, that famous re 
sort for birds just within the pas- 
sage between Newfoundland and Cape 
Breton. Audubon, in a wave-tossed 
schooner, lay off the rock for hours 
in the vain hope that he might ef- 
fect a landing; and one could there 
fore appreciate weather which per 
mitted ond safely to run a boat onto 
the hand's breadth of beach beneath 
the bird-inhabited walls towering 
more than a hundred feet above. The 
top was reached by means of a crate, 
a reke, and a windlase—apparatus 
subsequently found most useful in 
reaching points of vantage whence to 
photograph birds nesting on the face 
of the clit. says a writer in the 
World's Work.

Fold a skirt with the (id) seams 
folded lengthwise, leaving tha front 
gore flat, until it is just the width 
of the trunk; then place it full 
length of the trunk, folding the top 
over, and fAtting in a roll of paper 
in the fold. Never fold a skirt three 
or four times and put it haphazard 
in any part of the trunk, or it is 
bound to. be ruined. 

All fancy waists should be hooked 
together, stuffed with paper, and the 
stuffed sleeves laid close to the 
sides. Place the waist lightly in a 
commodious tray, and with long 
pins pin tight in the tray. 

Shirt waists are not stuffed with 
paper, but are laid fat in the sec- 
ond tray. If they are of light ma- 
terial, a little paper may be placed 
under the froats to keep them from 
Sagging. Hat trimmings are puffed 
out with paper, the crown is stuffed 
full of paper, and the hat pinned in 
the tray: It is a great mistake to 
stuff our hats and waists with heavy 
Wearing apparel. It only does in- 
jury by additional crushing. 

Do not pack books and little box- 
es with clothes. Fill the corners of 
the trunk with stockings, and any 
small pieces of lingerie, and put 
books and boxes in a shawl-strap, 
and all toilet articles in a hand-bag. 

In packing men's clothes, fold the 
trousers in the front and back creas- 
es. fit them in the length of the 
trunk, and turn up at the foot, 
placing tissue paper in the fold. 

In folding any sort of coat, rat 
lay the coat on « table, then dolace 
the sleeves flat on the back pieces, 
and last turn the fronts over tho 
sleeves, and pack the coat this width 
if possible. If too wide, then fold 
together down the middle of the 
back. No tissue paper’ is needed in 
the coat unless it is in this last fold, 
or unless @ very little paper is necd- 
ed at the top of the sleeves. 

Where there is no special tray in a 
man’s trunk, pack the shirts in the

TO CLEAN DRESS SKIRTS. 


The averagt black skirt ot woolen 
material comes in for renovation of- 
tener than any other, and nothing 
repays the time spent upon it better, 


| When it begins to look gray or rus- 


ty, it be brightened by rubbing 
on the right side with equal parts of 
alcohol and warm water, and iron- 
ing on the wrong side while still 
damp. Black alpaca can be made 
to look like now by sponging in 
strong coffee and pressing on tho 
wrong side with a hot iron. Nearly 
all kinds of woolen goods will wash 
well, and an old skirt may be re- 
newed without buying anything real- 
ly new for it. 

It the oid skirt linings are good 
they may be washed, starched and 
used again. The canvas facmg may 
be made quite stiff by going over it 
with a brush dipped in a strong so- 
lution of white glue and water, then 
iron it and the facing will be as good 
as new, 

Soap bark is excellent for washing 
black goods, and delicate colors may 


bo Washed in the suds without fear 


of fading. Put 10 centa worth of 
soap bark to soak over night in 
three guarts of warm water. The 
next morning strain through thin 
muslin into a tub half full of warm, 
soft water and wash the goods by 
pressing and squeezing between the 
hands; never rub on the washboard 
or wring by hand. Wash through 
two such waters if the goods is 
much soiled; then rinse thoroughly, 
hang on the line until almost dry, 
and press on the wrong side. The 
geeds will not have a fresh new ap- 
pearance unless it has been very 
carefully ironed. 

Washing with the soap bark suds 
may be all that is necessary to make 
goods look fresh and new, but if the 
material is good, and it has become 
rusty or faded, it is well worth re- 
coloring. Any kind of black goods 


can be recolored a jet black by dip- fled 


ping the skirt or the pieces, after 
tho shirt has been ripped apart, in 
black diamond dye for wool, and 
light cloth will take any of the rich 
dark shades. By changing the color, 
the best parts of an old skirt or 
woolon material may often be used 
to make a waist, and proper press- 
ing and neat finishing may be all 
that is necessary to make it as nice 
as a new onc.

AN URGENT APPEAL FOR HELP.

W. H. Muldrew Appointed Dean of 
the New Macdonald Institute 
at Guelph.

The Globeot Saturday last contained 
an item of news that will be read with 
pleasure by many readers of Tus 
Review, It was tothe effect that the 


Provincial Government had taken a 
long step toward bringing into useful- 
ness the new Macdonald Institute, now 
being erected at the Agricultural Col- 
lege, Guelph, the gift ot Sir William 
Macdonald. of Montreal, by appointing 
a teaching staff therefor at one stroke. 
The authorities are now at work upon 
the plan of the course of study, and it 
ishoped it will beready foropening by 
September Ist. It is expected that 
provision will be made for a one-year 
and a two-year course in the various 
branches of domestic science and na- 
ture study for the fitting of teachers 
for work in these branches. For the 
two-year course the work undertaken 
by students during their one-year 
term at the Normal School may be 
accepted as the work of one year at 
the Macdonald Institute. The other 
courses, of which there will be several, 
wil be adapted for different classes of 
students. 

The Dean of the new Macdonald In- 
stitute will be Mr. William H. Mal- 
drew, Dr. Paed., Principal of the 
Gravenhurst High School, at a salary 
of $1,400, to be two years on proba- 
tion, after which it will be increased 
$100 annually until the maximum of 

000 is reached. Dr. Muldrew is 
very highly recommended for the posi- 
tion by those competent to judge. 
He has for years given special atten- 
tion to 2 und nature study, bas 
published a valuable handbook on the 
subject, and has a large collection of 
plante and shrubs on the 22 sur- 

uilding. 


Dr. Muldrew, who has been so sig- 


aris| nally honored, started his first teach- 


ing as Assistant in the Madoc High

The same doctor was obliged in 
hundreds of cases to scrape the dirt 
off his patients, and then to

ORCHARD CULTIVATION. 


There is a danger that on account 
of the wet weather, orchards will 
not receive’ their usual cultivation, 
which is urgently needed to destroy 
Weeds, acrate the soil, and conserve 
soil moistere for future use. if 
the ground is not stirred it bakes, 
cracks open and evaporation goose on 
rapidly. By _ stirring 
through frequent cultivation, thus 
keoping a loose mulch on the sur- 
face, capillarity is broken up and 
moisture rotaincd. As soon as it is 
Possible, therefore, to get on the 
ground after a rain, the cultivator 
should be started in the orchard and 
kept going as steadily as time and 
Weather will permit. 

PEAR LEAF BLISTER MITE. 


The Fruit Division, Ottawa, sends 
the following’ information with ref- 
eronce to this Insect to Mr. R. Bray, 
Walkerton, Ont.:— The pear loaves 
shown at the Farmers’ Institute 
meeting at Teeswater are infected 
with the Pear Leaf Blister Mite, 
{Phytoptus pyri). This insect is 
sometimes quite prevalent; and al- 
though it spreads slowly from tree 
to tree, is likely to do much harm. 
Dr. Fletcher, Dominion Entomolo- 
gist, treats of this insect in his re- 
port for 1895, page 160. He recom- 
menis as the most prectical remedy 
the use of the kerosene emulsion just 
as the leaf buds are opening. 

Dr. Fletcher gives the following 
description’ Reddish spots appear 
on the leaves, somewhat irregular in 
shape, about one-eighth of an inch 
in diameter, and frequently confluent. 
These appear on the young pear 
leaves carly in spring, and as the 
summer progresses they turn to 
corky, blister-like galls with a hole 
in the centre through which large 
numbers of minute elongated mites 
issue and attack the fresh parts of 
the leaf. 

This insect attack only pear leaves 
and ia reported as having been dis- 
feet covered in nearly all pear-growing 
districts.

TELEPHONE CONNECTION.

ordor and direct when, how, where, 
by whom, and upon what terms and 
conditions such telephonic connec- 
tions or communication should be 
constructed, operated, and main- 
tained. 

RURAL MAIL DELIVERY, 

Sir Wm. Mulock, in reply to Mr. 
Maclean, stated that he was not pre- 
pared to make any definite an- 
nouncement upon the question of a 
rural mail delivery. A great many 
statements had been published re- 
specting the operation of the system 
in the United States, especially in 
reference to the paying qualities of 
the service. Investigation, however, 
showed that they wore not founded 
on fact. He noticed that many of 
the high officials of the United 
States service were under criminal 
imdictmont for fraud. und their re- 
ports were not, he thought, reliable; 
therefore, he was not guarantecd in 
taking the United States as a safe 
He did not, 
however, Wish to take any attitude 
against it. Officials of the depart- 
ment had investigated the system 
from the Atlantic coast west to De- 
troit, and he would be delighted if 
during his term of office he found 
himself justified in inaugurating a 
system of such importance to the 
people of the rural district, He 
could not, however, take the stop 
rashly and without full investiga- 


tion. 
RAILWAY BELL. 

A most inportant amentiment to 
Mr. Blair's Railway Hill in protec- 
tion of the rights of the f 
community was passed.

Lord Charlos — ord’s Tribute 
to King’s Diplomacy. 


A despatch from London says: At 
the Pilgrim's Club luncheon to “the 
visiting American officera, at the 
Cartton Club, Vice Admiral Lord 
Charles Heresford presided. 

In proposing the toast of “The 

King. Lord Beresford said he be- 
lieved the day was coming when 
King Mdward would be known as 
“Edward the Peacemaker.” 
Lord Beresford then toasted Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, and asked why 
the President was liked in England? 
He added: 

Wo like the man. We like the 
strong, generous man, what I may 
call tho real, human man, The 
President will do his level best to 
bring the two English-speaking na- 
tions together in one Harmonious 
whole, which is the same idea King 
Edward had on the occasion of his 
visit to the President of France. If 
President Roosevelt were to come 
here I believe the enthusiasm would 
be far greater 
any reception ever accorded to any 
visitor from any country. 

In proposing The American 
Navy. Lord Beresford waid that 
whenever there was anything disa- 
g@recable abroad Great Britain and 
America generally — drifted together. 
If the two nations got together to 
maintain their common interests and 
commerce it would make for the 
peace of the world. Neither Great 
Britain nor America wanted an alli- 
ance; but, the speaker added, we 
want an understanding. Both Great 
Britain and America are increasing 
their fleets, but that is no more a 
threat to other nations than in- 
creasing the police force of the cities 
in order to maintain order.

the theory that heat producing foods 
should be in excess of others, is that 
the milk from cows, and presumably 
all mammalia is richest in fat during 
the early period of lacation. Some 
of our experiment stations have 
proven by actual test that cows 
give richer milk (i. e., contains 
more butter fat), the first two or 
threo weoks after the calf was drop- 
ped than at any. subsequent period, 
showing that nature in this case al- 
80 provided heat producing food in 
excess of the other elements. We 
have no quarrel with those who suc- 
lceed along the different lines of 
'feeding, but by feeding at proper in- 
| tervals we want no botter success 
than can be attained with corn- 
bread. Of course as the chicks grow 
older we begin to add proteids, 
mostly in the shape of fine bran 
added to the meal in making the 
bread; beginning with a small pro- 
| portion and gradually increasing un- 
til ut the end of eight weeks half 
and half is fed. By this time we 
}cease sifting the bran and baking 
bread. Instead we use the meal and 
bran in making a stiff mush which 
will crumble readily when cold, us- 
ing both meal and bran unsifted. 
Treated thus, and with plenty of 
grit and charcoal and some green 
feed added to their daily bill of fare, 
bowel trouble is practically un- 
known, unless some hapless chick has 
been chilled. But even than there 
are more that escape, if so fed; than 
when their digestive organs have 
been taxed with unsuitable food. 
Let me say, also, that some clean 
wood ashes added daily to the drink- 
ing water acts as a corrective. Use 
just enough to make it slightly 
sweetish.

Complications Over W fer te 
Wives and Widows. 7 


A curious situation bes arisen in 
London over the advertising scheme 
adopted by a tea store. The plan 
Wan this: 

Any marricd woman who bought 
tea in any quantity, however small, 
from the firm regularly every week 
for Ofty-two consecutive weeks b 
came entitled, if her husband died 
after that time, to a Ult-long pen- 
sion. ‘The pension, of course, WwW 
emall. The idea took, and the busl- 
nens of the company lea up to an 
astonishing figure. ‘or th first 
two or three years the outlay for 
pensions was almost nothing com- 
pared with the income. Of course, 
the number of widows increased gra- 
dually, but for some time in no no- 
titeabic disproportion to the new 
volume of busines. 

‘The scheme did not very clearly 
come under the supervision of the 
Government insurance officials § and 
the company had merely to report 
the status of its business and the 
amount of pensions paid. The annu- 
al insurance blue book of Great Bri- 
tain contains this year for the first 
time the printed Statement of this 
plan. 

In June, 100, the firm had a year- 
ly income from sales of about 8780, 
ooo and paid to its pensionere more 
than $100,000. In June, 1903, the 
Annual sales were over $2,150,000, 
and the ‘pensions $350,000, There 
are now more than 5,000 widows 
whe are entitled to draw a weekly 
bounty from the company until the 
day of their death, and the average 
payment is about $2 a week to each 


person. 

The figures given by the Govern- 
ment show that the amount of the 
pensions is slowly creeping up on the 
income of the company, despite the 
fact that the income is also on the 
rise. Thus far no attention has ap- 
parently been paid in the workings 
of the schäme to the fact that a cer- 
tain amount of money should be in- 
veated and held in reserve to pay 
the annuities 

ALREADY ON THE BOOKS. 

The British critics of the plan,

Since we first began our work nearly eight hundred 
patients have been cared for; and the medical records show that of this 
number a large percentage have been completely cured, and others sent home 
eo greatly improved that they were able to return to their regular work. 
There is no other hospital for consumptives in Canada. The demands 
are, therefore, urgent. Our board of trustees, who had already given freely 
of their time and money, having faith that the people of Canada would come 
to their relief, and pressed by the urgency of the needs of the hospital, 
incurred this debt which must now be provided for. We have no endow- 
ment, nor money with which to care for the large number of patients who 
are now in the hospital and not able to pay a single cent towards their 
maintenance and treatment. 
In Canada alone 8,000 die of this disease annually, and it has been 
shown by experience and results of our work that the greater number of 
these could be saved, if promptly treated. One hope—the only hope—is in 
the philanthropy of our people and their knowledge of our needs, and we 
appeal to you to help us to make these needs so known that all may be 
impelled to help. Do not let those who cannot give large amounts feel they 

cannot help; all gifts are helpful.

On April 25th, 1857, an Order 
Council Was,issucd prohibiting 
importantion into this country of 
cattle from abroad because of the 
rinderpest which was raging through- 
out Europe. 

For eight years precisely, in conse- 
quence of this order, all went well 
with us. Not a single case was re- 
ported. 

Then, on April 25th, 1865, there 
occurred a total eclipse; and within 
torth-eight hours, from three diffor- 
ent localitics in England, came news

THE DREADED PLAGUE. 


All attempts to cope with it were 
vain. It swept through the country 
like fire through flax. In all 218. 
965 cattle were attacked, of which 
number 124,187 died, and 80,597 
were slaughtered and the carcases 
buried in quicklime. Not for con- 
siderably over a century had British 
agriculture received so staggering a 
blow. 

And as with 
Parallel cases 
and over again. 

The eclipse of September, 1842, for 
instance, heralded the terrible 
“Sweating Sickness, one of the 
most dreadful and mysterious plagues 
of ancient or modern times. Unlike 
other similar pestilential epidemics, 
which invariably follow well defined 
lines. of travel and spread over con- 
siderable areas, the "Sweating Sick- 
nessa’’ had no known source of origin 
but broke out suddenly with en- 
plosive violence, and in this coun- 
try alone, on tho morning of the 
day followifig the phenomenon in 
question. It mostly skipped the very 
poor, attacking for preference the 
well-fed and well-to-do. Of those, 
nine hundred were seized daily, and 
ninety out of a hundred died. 
Twelve hours decided whether it 
would prove fatal or not, but thous- 
ands breathed their last with two 
hours of the seizure. In most of the 
principal towns and cities half the 
people diod, and Oxford was depopu- 
lated, 

Similar inatances are plentiful, and

NATIONAL NETTLES. 


The Weed Was Once Used for 
| Various Manulactures. 


There was a time once when the 
common nettle was not the usually 
| Sempined Weed it is new. People did 
not root it out of existence, or shun 
it as a nuisance, but cultivated it 
for use as food, for clothing, and for 
paper manufacture. It certainly 
dos not look inviting as a food, 
and yet during the Irish famine hun- 
| dreds of poor people existed entirely 
on it, cooking the young plant as a 
| green, There Was a method of 
| blanching it by earthing up, . as is 
used for sea kale. Animals, 
| While refusing te touch the growing 
;mettic, devour it eagerly when made 
jinto hay, and in Russia, Sweden 
jand Holand it is mown several 
times a year for fodder. The com- 
mon name given to the nettle in 
same languages means that with 
{which one eus. for the fibre was 
used as a thread several centuries 
ago. In Kamschatka the natives 
use the thread for fishing lines and 
cordage. In France it is used for 
paper. In Hindustan and China it 
is Woven into grass cloth, and the 
jScotch have prepared, spun, and 
Woven it into as good linen as the 
fax mekes, The Chinese nettle 
‘yields a fibre as soft as silk. and 
[there is now in Dresden o China 
grass manufactory, devoted to the 
industry of weaving cloth from this 
and the common nettle.”

Competition Between Steam and 
Electrically Hauled 
Trains. 


The Prussian State railways bo- 
ween Hamburg, Hanever and Berlin

on the Prussian standard gauge mili- 
tary line between Berlin and Zossen, 
which have been arranged on account 
of the decision to increase the speed 
of trains between Hamburg, Han- 
over and Berlin. 
Elaborate reports have just been 
published of the Berlin to Zossen 
tests. It must be borne in mind, 
however, that this is a line of only 
fourteen miles, and is practically 
straight, and without any curves of 
n radius less than 6560 feet, and no 
gradionts steeper than one in 200. 
in the fret trials a car built at 
Cologne and electrically equipped by 
the Siemens-Halske Company of 
Berlin, attained for a very brief 
period a speed of 160.2 kilometres, 
or nearly 
100 MILES AN HOUR, 
but the tests were abandoned owing 
to the giving away of the rails. 
They were too weak for the car, 
which weighed over ninety-two tons. 
The second series of tests were of 
a car designed by Chief Engineer 
Reichel, twenty tons lighter. . The 
reduction in weight was obtained by 
means of abandoning the transform- 
ere on the engine and supplying a 
line voltage of 10,000 volte directly 
to the motors. This car did not at- 
tain a speed of ‘more than 65 to 70 
miles an hour. It is believed that 
when the track and roadbed is 
strengthened higher: rates of speed 
Will be possible. 
The London Times, commenting on 
this, expresees the opinion that even 
then no particular light will be shed 
on tho question of express passenger 
trafic. Bearing in mind the nature 
of the Berlin-Zossen line, The Times 
foes on to say: 
Engineers are agreed that mean 
speeds of over 60 to 65 miles an 
hour are practically commercially 
impossible on the present two-rail 
tracks. Owing to the existing curves 
and the mixture’ of speeds, a criti- 
tal stage has been reached in rail- 
way Iocomotion. The liveliest inter- 
est will therefore be taken in the 
working of the monorail system, 
which is to be built between Man- 
chester and Liverpool, on which a 
speed of 110 miles an hour is prom- 
ised without fear of derailment. 
Doubtless some special form of 
track is the true solution of the 
problem of high speed.

Department of Agriculture, Ottawa, 
issues the . to fruit 
growers :—It is to feared that the 
wet weather at present prevailing will 
lead a good many orchardists to neg- 
lect spraying. t year the summer 
and autumn were wet and many grow- 
ere of fruit failed to give their or- 
chards more than two or three spray- 
ings. As Mr,.MacKinnon pointed out 
the cool moist weather is peculiar! 
favorable to the development of fungus 
growths, and it is only by seizing 
every er siege e spraying when- 
ever a day or two of dry weather 
comes along that sound clean fruit 
can be secured. Wet weather should 

an incentive to ter diligence in 
ying, rather nh an excuse tor 
not spraying. Eternal vigilance is the 
ce of safety in fruit growing, and it 
ooves everyone who desires a full 
crop of first-class fruit to spray early 
and often,

SOIL CONDITIONS. 


The physical condition of soil 
is nearly always of more import- 
ance than mere richness in plant 
food. The chemical composition of 
a soil is not necessarily a measure 
of its productive capacity, since 
plant food is of no consequence un- 
less the plant can make use of it. 
If now, there is sufficient material 
available to produce only a stunted 
growth of trees and grass at the 
same time, it is evident that the 
surface application of additional 
food may temporarily stimulate the 
growth of both. Hard, himpy soils, 
howevor, will not produce good 
crops, no matter how much fertiliz- 
or may be applied, and there is no 
doubt that the number of ‘‘worn- 
out“ farms is mutch amallor than is 
generally supposed. The average

An abundant supply of pure water 


for the cows is ono of the essentials 
for the production of good milk. 
When cows are compelled to drink 
water of swamps, muddy ponds, or 
sluggish streams and ditches in 
which there is decaying animal mat- 
ter, including their own droppings, 
there is a constant menace to their 
health, and unless the cows are in 
good health they cannot give first 
class milk. Moreover the mud, of- 
ten full of foul germs, which. collects 
on the legs, flanke and udders of the 
cows, and falls into the milk at the 
time of milking, is a direct source of 
infection which is often overlooked. 
IMPROPER FDEDING. 


There is in Canada an abundance 
of good, wholesome food available 
for cattle feeding purposes. The 
natural pastures are, on the whole, 
excellent, and it is only in lmited 
districts or at certain seasons of the 
year that trouble is experienced with 
weed flavors. Among the cultivated 
foods, turnips and rape are two 
prominent exceptions to the rule of 
suitability which applica in general 
to Canadian fodder crops.

MILKING, 


These germs are always associated 
with filth in gome form or other, 
Careful Investigations show that a 
very large proportion of the cases of 
taints or bad flavours in milk and its 
products are caused by the germs 
which are always present in the drop- 
ings of animals, Such germs are to 
% found in large numbers wherever 
such droppings are deposited, The 
mud of stagnant ponds, where cattle 
are allowed to drink, and the surfaces 


of barn yards or milking yards are al 


For this 


should always be brushed before milk- 
ing to remove the dried mud, particles 
of manure, 
otherwise fall into the milk pail. 
Straining the milk, while it is neces. 
sary to remove the visible dirt, does 
not @et rid of these foul germs, which 
are the actual cause of the tainted, 
gassy milk. Improperly cleaned milk 
pails, strainers and milk cans are con- 
stant sources of contamination, 

The whey tank is a common source 
of infection at those factories where 
the whey is returned to the patrons 
the milk cans. This practice is detri- 
mental to successful cheese-making, 
but when it cannot be arranged to 
have the whey disposed of in some 

other way, the tanks should be kept 
thoroughly clean in order to lessen 
the danger of contamination, They 
should be emptied at least once a week.

ARBORPTION OF ODOURA, 


It is a well-known fact that milk 
will absorb some odoure to which it is 
exposed, Warm milk will absorb 


If| odours quite as freely as that which 


has been cooled; hence the necessity 
tor removing it from the stable or 
milking yard as soon as possible after 
it is drawn. 


AN IMPURE WATER SUPPLY. 


An abundant supply of pure water 
for the cows is one of the essentials 
for the prodyction of good milk. 
When cows are compelled to drink the 
water of swamps, muddy ponds, or 
sluggish streams and ditches in which 
there is decaying animal matter, in- 
eluding their own droppings, there 
isa constant menace to their health, 
and unless the cows are in good health 
they cannot give first class milk. 
Moreover the mud, often full of foul 

erms, which collects on the legs, 

anks and udders of the cows, and 
falls into the milk at the time of milk- 
ing., is a direct source of infection 
which is often overlooked, 


IMPROPER FEEDING, 


There is in Canada an abundance of 
good wholesome food available for 
cattle feeding purposes. The natural 
pastures are, on the whole, excellent, 
and it is only in limited districts or at 


certain seasons of the year that trouble | 
is experienced with weed flavour’. | 


Among the cultivated foods, turnips 
and rape are two prominent excep- 
tions to the rule ot suitability which 
applies in general to Canadian fodder 
crops. While they are undoubtedly 
yaluable in a ration for wing or 
dry cattle, if turnips and rape are 
fed, even in limited quantities, to milk- 
ing cows, there is a likelihood of im- 
parting to the milk a taint which can- 
not be eliminated by any process 
known to the cheesemaker's art. 


| Some first class foods when ted alone,

GRAPHICALLY DESCRIBED BY 


Russians Relieved Jews Guilty 
Ritual Murders and F 
ed Them.

Reinhold Merge, who denied 
that any such ine t had taken 
place. ‘The real cause the mansa- 
cres is described by Mr. Davitt as 
follows: 

The only daily paper in Kishineff is 
the Dessarabyety. It is violently 
anti-Semitic, and the chief editor, 
Kroushvan by name, is of Moldavi- 
an origin, and he has systematically 
inflamed the popular feeling against 
the Jews, as the foes of Russia, as 
the propogandists of socialism and 
as the enemies of the Christian reli- 
gion. Kroushvan’s attacks have 
continuous for the last six 
years. Merchants and «nployers 
giving Work to Jews were held up 
to public odium, and the expulsion 
or . extermination of the race was 
openly urged. The Bessarabyety has 
a circulation of 20,000, chiefly 
among the police, municipal employ- 
es and workmen generally. 

Two events occurring shortly 
fore Raster were seized upon 
Kroushvan to incite the mob te 
murderous violence. One was the 
murder of a boy belonging to tho 
Village of Doubbosary, situated be- 
tween Kishinelf and Odessa, by his 
relatives for gain. The other was 
the suicile of a girl at the Jewish 
Hospital of Kishinefl. The Bossara- 
byetz declared them to be both ritu- 
al murders by the Jews and sum- 
moned the Russian Christians to 
punish the authors of 


THE ALLEGED CRIMES. 


The chief rabbi of Kishenefl sought 
the Greek bishop and asked him to 
assure the people that no such ritu- 
al was exercised, The reply Was 
that the bishop feared some Semitic 
sect really did indulge in use of 
Christian blood for such ceremonies. 
He therefore refused to interfere, A 
body of representative Jews made 
representations to the zo vernor, 
warning him of the danger of an 
outbreak. He said precautions 
would be taken. No effort was made, 
however, to stop the anti-Semitic 
articles of the Bessarabytez, When 
the Chief of Police was requested to 
curb the diatribes of the paper, and 
act in the interest of peace, he re- 
plied that it would “‘serve the Jews 
right if they were driven from the 
city for encouraging the propaganda 
of Socialism."’ 5 

When the mob found the authori- 
ties would take no steps, plans were 
made to attack the Jews. Some 
Mishineſf Jews say orders were re- 
ceived from St. Petersburg. A 
meeting was held and a plan devised. 
A few days previously a band of 
strangers arrived at Kishinell, com- 
prising thirty Albanians and some 
Macedonians, They are believed to 
be brigands brought especially for 
an attack on the Jows.

Result Shown by a Religious Cen- 
sus Taken In London. 


The London Daily News publishes 
some figures of the now completed 
religious census of London, which 
Was based on the Sunday attendance 
at all places of worship in the city. 

The census was taken by 400 pick- 
ed workers supplied by the Army 
and Navy Pensioners’ Employment 
Society, working under inspectors, 
London was. taken in boroughs. The 
first was enumeratec in November 
anti the last in June. No enumera- 


tions were made on Christmas Day, 


Easter Sunday or Whitsunday. The 
total places of worship visited were 
2,600, Of these 2,588 were Christi- 
an churches and 62 Jewish syna- 
gogues. P ¢ 

The total population of the 20 
boroughs is 4,586,541. Deducting 
68,492 dwellers in institutions, such 
as hospitals, work-houses and pris- 
ons, leaves 4,468,049. The number 
recorded as having attended a place 
of worship throughout the census is 
1,003,940, giving a ratio of one in 
4.45 population. 

The Established Church has almost 
2 monopoly of the woalthy districts. 
Her largest majorities are in Ken- 
sington, Hampstead, Paddington, 
Westminster and Marylebone. The 
Nonconformists gre strongest in the 
middle, working class and slum dis- 
| tricts, The Baptists are strongest 
south of the Thames, the Congrega- 
tionalists in the northeast, the Wes 
leyans in the southeast and the 
southwest, and the Presbyterians in 
the upper and middle class districts. 
| There are minor Methodist bodies in 
ithe lower middle class districts. The 
Salvation Army is strong nowhere. 
The Roman Catholics are strongest 
in Kensington and Westminster, both 
aro Wealthy; Holborn, which is of 
both extremes, and Stepney, which is 
largely slumdom. 

In regard to the actual figures of 
attendance the Church of England is 
jfirst, with a combined morning and 
ovening attendance of 430,153:. Non- 
;conformists second, with 416,225: 
Roman Catholics, 98,572, and other 
Services 62.990. Of the last named

other, that makes the same person 
present different faces to different 
people.”” 

In his long experience in public af- 
fairs, notwithstanding his endeavor 
to keep his mind cool and unpre- 
judiced. he confesses to have fallen 
into profound errors of judgment 
and complete transformation of opin- 
i6n. He continues: 

“I have thought the same man in 
the course of a few years a scoun- 
drel and a hero, or perhaps, to be 
more accurate, a hero first and a 
scoundrel afterward; and in the end 
I have come to regard him as nei- 
ther the one nor the other. The 
man, of ‘course, had remained usual- 
ly the same, the difference was in 
me, not in him. I looked at him 
through the mists of circumstances, 
which again produced the mists of 
prejudice.*’ 

He concludes, after giving striking 
examples of such error, that the 
judgment of human character is one 
of the most difficult things in human 
thought; that there is a good deal 
too much self-confidence displayed by 
most people when they come to deal 
with it, and that the wisest course 
is to suspend judgment until vou 
have heard numberless witnesses on 
all sides of the question.“

WAS AN UNCANNY SHIP. 


First Iron Vessel Was Regarded 
- With Some Suspicion. 


Iron vessels are no longer curiosi- | 
ties. The first that ever was, how- 
ever, was the cause of great amaze-| 
ment. The vessel with this unique | 
distinction was the Richard Cobden. 
This craft was built of Coalbrook-| 
dale iron, and was launched in 1844. | 
She was a bark of 461 tons, and 
had a speed of ten knots per hour. 
She was constructed of iron through 
dut. including the rudder, rudder 
frame and steering gear. In 1844- 
45 she sot sail for China, but was 
laid up twice for repairs at Cork 
and Rio do Janeiro respectively dur- 
ing the passage. 

She aroused considerable attention 
at the various ports at which she! 
called, as she was the first iron ves- 
sel ever en. and was regarded |

Put the two together, 
stir till the sugar is dissolved, let 
boil one minute and put inte glass- 
es. Good. 

Frizzled Beef.—Cover chipped, or 
thinly sliced, beef with boiling. wa- 
ter and let stand five minutes, Drain 
as dry as possible, put in butter 
enough to  frizzle the beef into the 
saucepan, and when it is hot put 
in the beef; when curled or frizzled, 
serve without letting it cook longer 
and become hard. 

Banana Dossert.— Roll out a rich 
paste into a large square, making 
tho paste as thin as for pies, Trim 
to make all the edges even; then, be- 
ginning at one corner, spread with 
sliced bananas. Sprinkle with sugar 
and fold over, making a triangle. 
Rub over the top with the slightly 
beaten white of an egg and springle 
with granulated sugar. Press the 
edges together with a knife and 
bake. Take from the baking tin 
with a broad bladed knife and serve 
with a liguid sauce. 

Sauce for Banana Dessert.—Sim- 
mer the yellow rind of a lemon in a 
cup of water for ten minutes. Take 
out the rind and add the juice of 
the lemon and one and one-half cups 
of sugar. Boil for five minutes, then 
stir in the beaten yolks of two eggs. 
Stir until smooth, then beat with an 
egg beater for two or three minutes 
to make it foamy and light. 

Ginger Squares.—Cream one-half 
cup of butter, add one cup of sugar, 
two beaten eggs, two cups of flour in 
which three level teaspoons of baking 
powder have been sifted and one and 
one-half teaspoons of yellow ginger. 
Chill for several hours in the ice- 
chest, then roll out in a sheet. Cut 
in three-inch squares and bake. A 
crossed rolled makes the square look 
better, and, lacking this, they may 
be marked crisscross with a knife 
blade. 

Potato Rissoles.—Prepare two 
cups of mashed potato, add one egg 
and season well with salt and 
per. Divide into balls or cakes and 
press cach’ out rather thin on a 
floured board. Place a spoonful of 
minced and highly seasoned meat -on 
one-half of each cake, fold the other 
over and press together. Cook the 
rissoles brown on both sides in a lit- 
tle butter, turning them over with a 
broad-bladed knife. 

Cream of Chicken.—Cook a plump 
fowl in water with salt, a few pe 
percorns, a slice of onion, and a 
small bay leaf. Use only the white 
meat for this soup. Cook a round- 
ing tablespoon of butter and four 
level tablespoons of flour together, 
add one-half level teaspoon of salt, 
a speck of cayonne and six cups of 
chickon stock, When this has cook 
ed smooth add one cup of chicken 
minced or ground fine. Boil up 
ence and add one cup of whipped 
cream.

One of the wonders of the Orient 
is the sudden burst ef Japan into 
a modern progressive nation.

The 
lacquerwork, the embroideries, and 
the various branches of manufacture 
where they bring the feeling of the 
true artist into the making of uten- 
sils for every-day life aro distinctively 
and characteristically their own, but 
their recent progress is more forcibly 
shown in such things as their ma- 
chinery, the exhibits of electrical 
appliances, the ship-building section 
and such like. They are great imi« 
tators of everything from brandy to 
bicycles, and do not stop short even 
of imitating the labels." 


THE JAPANESE COLONIZE. 


To show that Japan has caught 
the spirit of expansion 30 prevalent 
now among Western nations Mr. 
Lynch says: 

From Japan I crossed to Korea, 
with which in so many Ways it is 
now closely connected, being de- 
pendent on it for a great portion of 
ite food supply, and being the 
ground where a most curious blood- 
less invasion may be seen in course 
of progress. We hear a lot about 
the Russian occupation of Manchur- 
ia, but here on every side signs of 
the Japanese occupations of Koreas 
and invasion by railway are forced:

As « 
matter of fact the Japanese, despite 
numerous edicts forbidding it, now 
own one-third of the city of Seoul, 
and close on one-half of the next: 
largest city in the kingdom. They 
have an imposing post-office build- 
ing of their own in Soul, and « 
telegraph line from there to Chemul- 
po and Fusan running side by side 
with the Korean. In fact, there ise

SHAKESPEARE’S PSALM. 


Was the Great Poet Concerned in 
the Translation of the Bible? 


The curious ingenuity of the jiu 
man mind in discovering evidence to 
waypport a foregone conclusion has 
been again and again illustrated in 
the various cryptogram methods 
used in the Shakespetean text. 

| Some suggestive word or phrase is 
found, its letters counted and then, 
with the number as a sort of foot 
rule, all sorts of desired conclusions 
are reached.

rangement. Apropos of the Shekes 
peare-Bacon controversy, a writer 
on the London Express points out

It 
is enid to contain more gold than 
the Kibndike, more jowels than the 
diamond mines of South Africa. 

The pontificate of Loo added an 
inostimable treasarre to this, horde. 
When he celebrated the golden jubi- 
lee of his priesthood in 1888, an ex- 
hibition was opened in the Vatan 
of the gifts presented him. Tons of 
gold powred into the Vatican. On 
the day of his jubilee mass 53.000.

The tiara presented to him at the 
time, the work of Augusto Milani, 
a celebrated Bologna goldamith, 18 
valued at $24,000. The value of 
the lacca in the Pope's wardrobe is 
estimated at $900,000.

PRINCIPLE OF LEGITIMACY.

Victoria, availing herself of 
her constitutionai~ prerogative, dis- 
missed Lord Palmerston from the 
office of Secretary of State for For- 
eign Affairs for having directed the 
British wmbassador at Paris to re- 
cognize Louis Napoleon as Emperor 
without having previously obtained 
her consent. Nor was it until after 
the Crimean war and death of Nich- 
olas I. that the new Czar of Russia 
could be induced to address Napole- 
on III. as mon frere.’’ 

WOULDN’T RECOGNIZE Eu. 

Russia as well as Prussia declined 
for many years to recognize either 
Isabella as Queen Regent of Spain 
or Maria della Gloria as sovereign 
of Portugal, on the ground that 
they had usurped the legitimate 
rights of their respective uncles, the 
late Don Carlos and the late Dom 
Miguel, to their thrones; nor was 
it until after 1870 that Emperor Al- 
exander II. consented to recognize 
Victor Emanuel as King of Italy, 
having up to that time refused to 
acknowledge his annexation of the 
kingdoms of aples and the two 
Sicilies, obtain through Garibal- 
di's insurrection of 48 years ago. 

In more recent times we find not 
only the late Emperor of Russia, 
but likewise the present Czar de- 
clining to recognize Prince Ferdin- 
and as ruler of Bulgaria, on the 
ground that he had violated his 
plighted word, given to Alexander 
III. Nor was it until Ferdinand had 
submitted to the most humiliating 
terms imposed by the court of 84. 
Petersburg, including, among other 
things, the conversion of his eldest 
boy, Boris, from the Roman Catho- 
lic church to the orthodox rite, that 
he at longth secured recognitiqn by 
Nicholas II. as Prince of Bulgaria.

Nor was the fate of Queen 
Caroline Murat, whose husband was 
rst imprisoned and then oxecuted 
border of the Bourbon king of 
Naples, any happier. 
Jula and © Desiree Clary, the two 
| daughtors of the Marseilles broker

She rotained, however, to the last 
all her French sympathies and 
tus tes. Every Frenchwoman who 
visited Stockholm was made wel-

| polities, French social events, and 
French literature, 

BUGENIE OBJECT OF PITY, 

Exile, widowhood, and, the tragical 
;death of her only son in South 
Africa, have endowed Eugenie de 
Montijo, the grand-daughter of the 
Scotch merchant, Kirkpatrick, with 
a majesty which, though sorrowful, 
is far superior to any which she 
ever possessed in the days of her 
| Greatest magnificence at the Tuileri- 
es. The aspect of the once beautiful, 
| brilliant, and supremely elegant but 
now broken und infirm and aged con- 
sort of Napoleon III. is sufficient to 
iexcite convniseration even in the 
jhoarts of the bittorest enemies of 
tho Honaparte regime. To such an 
extent is this the case that when she 
i first visited Paris again, a fow years 
back, the mob of men and women 
who had assembled at the railroad 
station terminus to hoot and hiss 
her on her arrival for her alleged re- 
sponsibility in the disastrous war of 
1870 made way respectfully for her, 
the men baring their heads and the 
women murmuring pitifully, 0, la 
pauvre femme’ (0, the poor wo- 
man), while this wreck of former 
bender, heauty and clegance limp- 
od feobly to her carriage. 
NATALIE DE KETCHKO. 

Yet another of these heroines of 
royal romance is Natalie de Ketchko, 
‘the moro or less legally divorced 
queen of the late King Milan of 
Servia. Ler life until now has been 
more strange, more oxtraordinary, 
and more full of exciting incident 
than those of the three other wo- 
nun above mentioned. Were it de- 
lseribed in a novel dt would bo set 
down as extravagant, unreal, and 
| impossible; but far from such being 
the case, it constitutes one of the 
most romantic pages of the contem- 
}porery history of Europe. 

Born in 1850 at Florence, Queen 
Natalie is the daughter of the ex- 
cgedingly wealthy Col. de Ketchko, 
an officer of the Russian commis- 
Sar, department, who died a few 
years ago. Her mother, from whom 
the inherits her magnificent and 
;¥Yoluptuous style of benuty, was a 
/meinber of the Roumanian family of 
Stourdza, while her grandmother on 
the paternal side Was a daughter of 
‘the bolar, Constantine Balsic, a 
name which, of noble French origin, 
is gloriously associated with the his- 
tory of the old Servian empire five 
and six centurics ago. 

Queen Natalie spent most of her 
childhood at Florence, where she 
attended one of the schools. On 
‘kompleting her education she lived 
‘for some time on her father’s cstate

lersburg, where she, however, did not 
ifigure among what Thackeray de- 
lecribes as the upper succles. For 
her father, although wealthy, occu- 
pied a relatively subaltern position 
in society, and her mother’s title 
and lineage carried but little weight 
in the Russian capital. 
MARRIAGE UNHAPPY. 


Natalie was affianced to Col. Con-

eet for the wedding she made the 
acquaintance of hie cousin, Prince 
Milan, who was to be the principal 
guest at the ceremony. The latter 
|mever took place, for Milan, infatu- 
jated by Natalic’s beauty, and eager 
fer her fortune, at once proceeded to 
play his customary role of false 
friend by supplanting his cousin in 
her affection, and a few werks later 
Natalic became by her marriage to 
| Milan, first the sovereign princess 
and then the queen of Servia The 
union Was an unhappy one from the 
outset, oWing to the discovery made 
by Milan after the wedding that his 

n fortune was so completely tied 
up and” l protected that he could 
not even touch it, Moreover, her 
high spirit and strong temper did 
not tend to improve matters, and 
even before the birth of their only 
son the stories of their differences 
‘became the talk of every court in 
Europe. 

So much has been published on 
noth sides of the Atlantic during the 
last few weeks concerning Servian 
royalty that it would be superfluous 
to make here more than a passing 
reference to the gross indignities by 
means of which Milan compelled Na- 
talle to quit Servia, to the manner 
in which her only boy, at the time 
8 years of age, was forcibly torn 
from her side by the police at Wies 
baden, to the way in which this son, 
tho apple of her eye, turned against 
her when king and banished her 
from his kingdom because she had 
disapproved of his marriage, and, 
finally, to the manner in which she 
learned at Versailles of his terrible 
death. To-day she is, like ex- Em- 
press Eugenie, a woman without a 
country or nationality, who has lost 
both husband and only ‘son. 

DRAGA HAUNTED BY FEAR. 

Still less is it necessary to give 
here the record of Queen Draga. It 
is not a savory one, and save for the 
few ytears she spent under the roof 
of Queen Natalie as her lady in 
Waiting, until dismissed in disgrace, 
and for the time that she was the 
logal consort of King Alexander of 
Servia, it can searcely be described 
as reputable. That her marriage to 
the last of the Obrenovitches brought 
her happiness it is difficult to do- 
lieve. For she was from the start 
subjected to the most cruel affronts, 
not only by the foreign courts but 
by her own people, who did not 
hesitate to give expression to their 
resentment that a Woman of her 
questionable antecedents should oc- 
cupy a seat. on the throne of Servia. 
She knew that both her husband and 
herself were in constant danger of 
the tragic fate which ultimately ov- 
ertook them, and it is doubtful, in- 
deed, if she ever had a moment's 
tranquillity and freedom from anxi- 
ety of the most hideous “character, 
at any rate during the last twelve 
months of her Ife. 

More fortunate is the New Or- 
leans girl, Alice Heine, who, having 
failed to find in her union with the 
reigning prince of Monaco that hap- 
piness and consideration which she 
expected (but which she enjoyed in 
her first marriage to the late Duc 
de Richelieu), has effected a separa- 
tion from Albert I., declining any 
longer to share his rouge-et-noir 
throne.

SEEMS TO BE THE GREAT 

' FIELD FOR WOMAN'S WORK. 

They Perform All Kinds of Labor 
Done By Men and Do It 
Better. 


Women practically run the tropica. 
Much is heard of new occupations 
opened tc women in this country: 
hut it the nen woman wants to do 
all that a man does she ought to go 
to the tropics. There in the great- 
est field for woman's work. 

Women plant and harvest - the 
crops and carry them to the mar- 
keta on their heads. Women labor 
in the fields for a few cents a day. 
Women break stones on the high- 
Ways and mend the roads Women 
run stores, tend the bara of the rum- 
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shops, mind cattle, break horses and | 


ship as sailors on coasting craft. 
Woman even act as conductora on 
the street cars an Hayti, Vene- 
zucla and Colombig, they carry rifles 
and fight in the ra of the nation- 
a! and revolutionist armies, proving 
themselves quite as good soldiers as 
the men and not a whit less foroc- 
lous. 


On market days in the West Indies 
thousands of peasant women and 
girls can be sen walking along the 
rounds to the town from their palm- 
hatched huts in the mountains and 
the woods. They carry on their 
beads immense loads of bananas, or- 
anges, yams, plantains, brown sugar 
or tobacco, stepping along at the 
rate of four miles an hour with the 
gait ef a princess. Constant boar 
ing of heavy loads gives them a 
splendid carriage and a figure: ap 
proaching perfection. They walk 
forty miles to market to sell 30 
cents’ Worth of produce. Often they 
could sell the same stuff for a better 
price at their homes, but they enjoy 
the merry company on the road and 
the fun and gossip of the market- 
place. too much to give up 


THEIR WEEKLY JAUNT. 


Tramping along over rough moun- 
tain. tracks, fording swift rivers, 
tugging, fractious mules in the way 
that they should go, these women 
never let their h@ad loads fall. They 
could dance a jig without dropping 
them. . 


Meanwhile, their menfolk, who have 


not taken the trouble to sow or 
harvest the crops, much lees carry 
them to market, are sleeping in the 
palm-thatched hut or lying down 
on the yam-patch outside and smok- 
ing the strong native tobacco known 
as jackuss rope. 

“On my estate, said a coffee 


planter to a friend, I omploy about. 


six hundred people in the busy sea- 
sons, besides two or three hundred 
children. The women outnumber the 
men by more than two to one, and 
do far better work, though they are 
paid only 18 cents a day, as com- 
pared with the men’s 24. The dif- 
ference in Wages is most unfair, but 
it is regulated by iron-bound  cus- 
tom, Which cannot be broken, how- 
ever much one would- ke to do so. 

“The men don't work unless the 
eye of the overseer is on them. They 
prefer to lie down in the shade and 
gossip, or steal off to the nearest 
village rumshop. But the women 
are as busy as bees all the time cut- 
ting stgarcanc, picking coffee, or 
gathering pimento. They can do 
everything that the men do much 
better than the men themselves, and 
they are far easier to 0 
will even carry heavier loads 
their heads than the men. 

Then why. don't you break that 
iron-bound custom and employ only 
women at men's wages?“ asked the 
friend. 

Because, answered the planter, 
“I should not have a single laborer, 
male or female, on the estate inside 
a week. You don’t understand the 
conservatism of the tropics. Im- 
memorial custom decrees that a wo- 
man shall be paid 18 cents and a 
man 24. If I paid the women men's 
Wages, they would grow suspicious 
and refuse to work for me. And 
even if they were willing to work, 
their men-folk would not let them. 
Most of my women laborers support 
some lazy hulking’ brite of a man 
out of their scanty ¢arnings, and 
very often a family as well.“ 


SOME OF THE WOMEN 


workers of the tropica are enter- 
prising, and branch out into new 
lines of business undreamed of by 
men.

CANADA’S GROWING TRADE 


Substantial Increase Shown by 
Customs Returns. 


An Ottawa despatch says: The re- 
turns compiled by the Department of 
Customs show a considerable ex- 
pansion of trade for the fiscal year 
ending June 30th. The aggregate 
foreign trade, which embraces the 
total imports and total exports of 
domestic and foreign produce, 
amounted to $467,637,049, an in- 
crease of 843,750,000 over 1902. 
Exports ef domestic produce for the 
yoar totallod $214,401,674, an in- 
crease of $18,381,911 over the pre- 
vious year. 

The exports of animals and their

Another reas 
on is that the Japamese have made 
camphor a Government monopoly, 
and it turns a large profit into tho

It is not difficult to obtain a per- 
mit to collect camphor, but not a 
pound can be sold except to the 
Government, which fixes the price to 
be paid for it. The Government 
also endeavors to keep the market 
price at a good round figure by 
limiting the amount to be sent to 
the markets, and it will not buy a 
pound in exces of this limit, 

But while the world has to pay 
for the camphor monopoly, © the 
J % Government is entitled to 
credit for its efforte to maintain the 
industry and preserve the sources of 
wapply. While the Chinese were 
still masters of Formosa the camp- 
hor forests were gradually growing 
smaller, because the tree is killed to 
collect the gam and nothing was 
done to make good the Under de- 
stroyed. 

The Japanese, on the other hand, 
require that a tree shall be phanted 
for every one that is destroyed, anal 
the Government is also establishing 
plantations of camphor trees, 8 
that Formosa is expected, in the 
near future, to yield large quanti- 
tics of cultivated camphor as well as

The trite remark that “the sire is 
hall the herd’ is only part of the 
truth. He fh much worre than half 
of the herd, because, of the parents, 
he usually exerts the greater infiu- 
ence on the conformation of the off- 
spring. This, of course, is true only 
when he iv the more intensely bred. 
It js not enough that he be pure- 
bred; it is important that he come 
of a line of ancestry kable for 
uniformity and individ rit. ft 
ho be the chance result of & line of 
indiscriminate breeding, he is not 
likely to prove an impressive sire. 
His stock can scarcely fall to be very 
irregular in type. This point “ can- 
not well be overemphasiged, for it is 
just here that the novice in breed- 
ing is most apt to make mistakes. It 
is a too common practice to select. 
and buy breeding stock from among 
the winners at our exhibitions, tak- 
ing care only to stipulate that they 
be eligible for registration. Fre- 
quently a phenomenal showyard ani- 
mal is 
AN ACCIDENT OF BIRTH, 

and even though*he be registered in 
the herd book, is none the less 4 
‘serub’’ in point of breeding, and 
can reproduce his good qualities only 
by accident. It is unfortunately true 
that a certificate of registration is 
not always a certificate of merit. The 
only safe way to select breeding 
stock is to visit the long-ostablished 
herd of some breeder of repute, and 
buy after seeing the sire and dam, 
and if pobsible, the grand-sire and 
grand<iam of the animal selected. 
Choose a hog from a large even lit- 
ter; fecundity is an hereditary trait, 
and it is essential to profitable hog 
raising; and tho evenness of the lit- 
ter is a valuable guaranty of the ox- 
cellence of his breeding, and of his 
consequent prepotenty. 

The offepring of immature perents 
should seldom or never be used for 
breeding purposes. ‘They are apt to 
be lacking in constitution and igor; 
this is especially the case with the 
offspring of an immature dam. Few 
things will more quickly lead to the 
deterioration of a herd in size, vigor 
and fecundity than the continued use 
of immature fomales. 

In conformation the boar not only 
must be of the approved bacon type, 
but must have the distinct and un- 
mistakable masculinity of appear- 
ance which is easily recognized but

heavy for the sows; he probably 
proves to be slow, and his litters 
few-and small in numbers. A very 
large and heavy boar is also more 
likely to suffer from wenkness of the 
spine or hind quarters, and he is fre- 
quently weak in hie joints and 
crooked-legged. These hatter. failings 
should be specially avoided, as thoy 
are hereditary and will frequently 
crop up for several generations. 
Weakness of ankles and roundness of 
bone—two qualities which should be 
avoided in a sire~are often allied 
with great size, A modium-sized, 
compact boar, heavy in the hind 
quarters and light in the fore quar- 
tere, will frequently continue fruit- 
tul for at least twice as long as will 
the heavy-shouldered and coarse 
boned boar.

A TINY BRITISH COLONY. 
Seventeen Househalds on the Is- 
land of Tristan d’Acuna. 

Blue Book (Cd. 1,600) just is 
ed in London containing further 
correspondence relating to the Is-| 
land of Tristan d'Acunha,” gives 
some information of interest about 
the condition. of this diminutive col- 
ony. In January Tristan d’Acunha 
waa visited by M.S. Thrush, and 
Lieut. Watts-Jones and Surgeon 
Lobb, of that vessel, drew up a ro- 
port on the island, which was for- 
warded by the Admiralty to the 
Colonial Office, to be laid before the 
Secretary of State on March 26. 
The population says this report, now! 
consists of seventy-six persons, di- 
vided into seventcen families or 
howseholds. All but four of the in- 
habitants were born on the island, 
two of the exceptions being Italians 
who are described as being probably 
the best educated persons there, 
There have been no marriages in the 
island for three years. The island 
ers, though sunburned, are described 
an boing practically White.“ The 
men ato hardy, but not of fime phy- 
si.:ue; the women are decidedly imer 
specinrens than the men; their .ca- 
tures are regular, pleasing, and of 
somewhat Semitic. type.

and two toaspoons of lemon favor- 
ing. Bake in two loaves. 

Potato Discuit.-Dissolve one yeast 
cake in one cup of lukewarm water, 
add one cup of warm water, one cup 
of sugar, one cup of potato that has 
bepn mashed very fine and amooth, 
and flotr to make a stiff dough. Set 
this to rise in the morning, and at 
noon add one cup of butter softened 
and three eggs well beaten. Knead 
amd let rise again. When light make 
into small biscuit, rise and bake in 
a quick oven. 

Calt's Liver and Bacon.—Slice one- 
half pound of calf’s liver half an inch 
thick, lay on a plate and sprinkle 
with salt. After twenty minutes 
pour on scalding water and let stand 
a minute. Have one-quarter pound 
of bacon fried, then dry the slices of 
liver and fry slowly in the bacon 
fat until tender. Take up the liver 
and make a gravy of the fat in the 
pan, one-half of boiling water, a lev- 
el tablespoon of flour, half a grated 
onion of medium size and a table- 
spoon of lomon juice. Boil and 
strain, cover the liver and garnish 
With parsley. — 

Banana Fritters— Beat the yolks 
of three eggs, add a pinch ot salt 
and one cup of milk. Add two cups 
of flour, sifted with three devel tea- 
spoons of baking powder, and last 
the whites of the three eggs beaten 
still, Put two or three slices of 
banana into each spoonful of batter 
and drop into smoking fat and fry 
to a golden brown. 

Canned Bluberrics.—Pick over and 
wash the berries. Stew them in 
their own juice with perhaps a Lttle 
water at first to keep the lower ones 
from sticking. When all are swollen 
and Well cooked, turn them at once 
into the hot jars, and seal. They 
Will keep without sugar, and are nice 
for pies. If preferred sweet, add 4 
cup sugar to 1 qt. of berries. 
Swampberrics will require 1 cup 
sugar 0 qt.

It was, 
therefore, impossible to mark on a 
map the positions attained by the 
explorers. F for the longti- 
tude of Scott's brilliant sledge jour- 
hey were printed, but no one knew 
whether east or west longtitude was 
meant.
